Five years 
ago this month 
the United States 

Court handed down its 
historic school decision. It is a 
continuing rebuke to the media 
of information and to those who 
comment on the news, either by 
the spoken or printed word, that 
a better job was not done in inter- 
preting it. 

The court did not hand down a 
unanimous decision ordering inte- 
gration. It was a negative, not a 
positive decision. It said that dis- 
crimination could not be exercised 
in the admission policies of the 
public schools. Because of this 
failure in communication an emo- 


tional wall of misunderstanding 


quickly was built in the minds 
of millions. Fear was the mortar 
which held its stones. Fear was 
the buttresses of it and fear was 
the watch towers of it. 


The court ordered an end to 
discrimination. It left to the states 
and to the district courts the 
implementation of the ruling. The 
court went out of its way to state 
that it knew time would be re- 
quired, and patience. 


School Placement 


Three years later the Court ren- 
dered a decision in the Alabama 
school placement law which gave 
to the states more control of the 
school than they had ever before 
known. The court ruled that a 
school board could go into the 
scholastic background of school 
applicants and into the moral 
background as well. 


In this same decision the Court 
declared that in those areas where 
there was a large proportion of 
Negro population it was not the 
intent of the decision ‘to have 
schools take in large numbers of 
these. 


The effect of the decisions was 
to give to the school boards pow- 
ers unknown in previous years. 
It provided an effective control 
of the desegregation process. 


One of the troubles was that 
whoever tried to communicate the 
truth and an understanding of the 
facts was assailed as “an inte- 
grationist’” or, even, a Commu- 
nist. This was slung at one and 
all, ministers, laymen, editors, 
columnists, commentators. Merely 
to defend the processes of law 
was to invite smears and vilifi- 
cation. They were accused, un- 
reasonably and falsely, of trying 
to “ram the court down the 
throat” of those opposed. 


But what was necessary five 
years ago is even more necessary 
today. That is to make clear the 
alternatives. 


Closed Schools 


It is precisely this which the 
Deep South states are up against 
today. Little Rock, for example, 
after having been up against the 
alternatives for almost two years, 
is moving away from the alterna- 
tive of the closed schools. 


But the alternative may be ac- 
cepted. Some states may prefer 
to close down public education 
and keep it so. If they do so 
choose they may. It is almost 
impossible to believe that is what 
the people prefer, but in four or 
five states, only time will tell. 


No honest person can fail to 
emphasize the fact of the alterna- 
tive. Those who are engaged in 
presenting the alternative have 
no direct personal interest in 
whether parents who prefer the 


State Asks 
To Aid Tax 


Evaluation 


State participation in local prop- 
erty tax assessments was pro- 
posed Friday by the head of the 
property tax division of the State 
Revenue department. 


C. G. Campbell made the sug- 
gestion in a statement to a House 
committee created to study in- 
equities in the property tax load. 


The committee, headed by Rep- 
Arthur K. Bolton of Spalding 
County, decided at its organiza- 
tional meeting Thursday to re- 
strict its study to the ad valorem 
tax on real and personal prop- 
erty and how property is assessed 
in the various counties. 


CITES INEQUITIES 


Campbell, whose duties include 
approval of county tax digests, 
cited to the committee numerous 
inequities existing between coun- 
ties and even on various classes 
of property within individual 
counties. 


He said that in one county the 
percentage of value at which 
property is assessed ranges from 
two to 100 per cent on different 
types. He also noted that one 
South Georgia county, where land 
sells from $100 to $125 an acre, 
assesses all land $2.37 an acre 
while in a mountain county where 
the average price is $40, the 
assessment is $24 an acre. 


SUGGESTS CHANGES 


Campbell made a number of 
recommendations including one 
that the state pay part of the sal- 
ary of local assessors. He also 
suggested several changes to 
bring about more uniformity in the 
methods of assessors. 


And he proposed that personnel 
engaged in tax assessment be put 
under the merit system “because 
otherwise politicians will run them 
off if they do a good job.”

Cuts Funds 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Eisenhower drew a mild rebuke 
from the House Appropriations 
Committee Friday. His Agricul- 
ture department was accused of 
violating the law. 


In a double-barreled action, the 
committee cut $142,199,365 from 
new farm funds for the fiscal 
year starting July 1 and made a 
token reduction of $270,000 in ap- 
propriations for some agencies 
operating under the Executive 
Office of the President. 


$10 MILLION FOR IKE 


But the committee approved the 
entire $10,255,500 which Eisen- 
hower asked to run the office of 
the President, including one mil- 
lion dollars for the President's 
emergency fund. The committee 
said this should be used with the 
utmost restraint. 


The cut in agriculture funds 
leaves the department with $3,- 
939,165,498 to finance its opera- 
tions during the coming year, as- 
suming the House ratifies the 
committee’s action next week. 
Written into the money allotments 
were new restrictions on soil bank 
programs. 


EMERGENCY FUND 


The President’s emergency fund 
is one into which he may dip for 
unforeseen emergencies affecting 
national defense. The committee 
said the fund’ has been used on 
occasion “to initiate projects, 
committees and agencies which 
lend themselves to perpetuation 
long beyond the defensible pre- 
text of emergency.”

“I may be wrong,” he said, 
“but I am persuaded that time is 
running out on foreign aid.” 


Mansfield said outright grants 
and gifts represent the “‘areas of 
decay in foreign aid’ and have 
caused “fissures of corruption,” 
and “‘areas of great waste and in- 
efficiency.” 


‘BURGEONING HOSTILITY’ 
Equally serious, he said, they 
have caused a “burgeoning hos- 
tility between the American peo- 
ple who must foot the bill and the 
peoples of the recipient nations.” 


Mansfield said he believed re- 
cipient nations would “welcome” 
the new loan approach to foreign 
aid and would “redouble their 
own efforts” in the knowledge 
that the program would end in 
three years. 


The Montana senator also said 
his proposal would strengthen the 
Development Loan Fund, which 
was set up by Congress at the ad- 
ministration’s request to make ec- 
onomic development loans to lag- 
ging foreign nations. 


He said his proposed amend- 
ment to the foreign aid bill would 
transfer ICA personnel and funds 
to the State Department and put 
military phases of aid into the 
Defense Department.

Armed Forces Day: 


‘Power for Peace’ 


Today the nation honors its armed 
forces and in turn the services will be 
host to the American people whom they 
protect. Theme again this year is “Pow- 
er for Peace” and never was it more apt 
during the 10 years of observances of this 
special day. 

Without a strong posture of strength 
during the postwar years, the free 
world long ago would have been en- 
gulfed by aggressive communism. Only 
through massive armaments, the deter- 
rent strength of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand and superiority in atomic weapons 
has America been able to keep the peace. 

But our. past efforts have not ended 
the threat. The Soviet Union today is 
spending more on armaments and in 
maintaining huge trained armies than any 
nation ever has in peacetime. Russia is 
devoting more than twice as much of its 
gross national product to the military 
than is the United States. As Hanson 
Baldwin, military .editor of the New 
York Times puts it, Soviet strategy is 
to be able to fight any kind of war—on 
land, at sea or in the air—at any time. 

There is great worry in this country 
today that our efforts of the past will not 
suffice for the future. While we still pos- 
sess the power to deter war, many mili- 
tary experts say there is grave danger 
this will not be true within a very few 
years. Russian scientific progress, their 
lead in submarines and probably in mis- 
siles, their willingness to satrifice liv- 
ing standards to building more and more 
armed might means no coasting or re- 
laxing on our part. 

If present negotiations lead to relaxa- 
tion of tensions and to disarmament in 
the world, the human race will make 
greater strides than at any time in his- 
tory. Thus far all attempts have failed. 
Until such time as they succeed, we 
must remember, as CIA Chief Allen 
Dulles said recently: 


“Our defense les not In compromise but 
in understanding and firmness, in a strong 
and ready deterrent military power, in the 
marshaling of our economic assets with 
those of the other free countries of the world 
to meet their methods of economic penetra- 
tion, and finally in the unmasking of their 
subversive techniques.” 


So today we join in honoring our 
armed forces—our insurance against war 
and the mighty shield which has en- 
abled our own and other countries 
throughout the world to remain free.

U.N. Is Proper Place 


For Summit Meeting 


Secretary General of the United Na- 
tions Dag Hammarskjold has suggested 
that the summit meeting be held at the 
United Nations at New York City. 

The United States has approved. 

It’s a splendid idea. It would give the 
United Nations added prestige and con- 
fidence. It would provide an almost nec- 
essary precedent for settling major dis- 
putes through the mechanisms of the 
United Nations. 

Holding the summit session there 
would have a further advantage. It 
would enable the four powers involved 
to use the U.N. to carry out whatever set- 
tlement may be reached concerning Ber- 
lin. 

Mr. Hammarskjold reportedly has 
presented his suggestion to the repre- 
sentatives of all the nations involved. 
Only the United States has accepted. It is 
not at all certain the Russians will re- 
fuse. Nikita Khrushchev has made no se- 
cret of the fact he would like to be invited 
to this country. Gen. de Gaulle may block 
it. But there is a chance. 

If the United Nations can be em- 
ployed in this great crisis there will be 
increased hope for more consistent use 
of this force for peace in the future.

Our Biggest Bargain: 
Federal Water Projects 


Critics of the federal water projects 
program who charge “giveaway” and 
“pork barrel” about funds expended on 
flood control, navigation and especially 
about the byproduct of power from these 
projects soméhow forget the benefits 
from them which have accrued to the 
nation. ; 


And the astronomica] sums you would 
think have been invested in them are 
not so great in terms of other govern- 
ment expenditures. 

Brig. Gen. J. L. Person, assistant chief 
of Army Engineers, said Thursday the 
navigation program is paying off at a 
rate of $3 in benefits for every $1 in- 
vested. Since 1824 the United States has 
invested about 11 billion dollars in navi- 
gation projects and three billion dollars 
in flood control since 1936. 

On flood control, he said, projects in 
operation since the program started have 
prevented flood damages of nine billion 
dollars, three times the cost of the under- 
takings. 

What we've bought under the navi- 
gation program, according to Gen. Person, 
are 22,600 miles of improved inland 
waterways, the Great Lakes navigation 
system and more than 400 improved har- 
bors. Traffic over these waterways in 
1957 totaled 232 billion ton-miles. 

These direct returns outlined by Gen. 
Person do not include such side benefits 
as recreation, conservation of land and 
water resources, a vast acceleration of in- 
dustrial development and billions added 
to total national assets. 

We agree with Gen. Person. This is 
a part of the story the public hears too 
little about. This public investment of 
14 billion dollars has been a bargain, 
indeed.

Tratfic Toll Rules Out 


Delays in Enforcement 


The Atlanta Police Dept.’s beefed-up 
traffic enforcement program is in the na- 
ture of an approach toward alleviating an 
emergency. Such action has been slow 
enough in coming. 

The emergency. condition is reflected 
in cold statistics which show a sharp in- 
crease ‘this year in the number of traffic 
collisions and in the number of persons 
injured. 

Presented by Police Chief Jenkins 
Thursday at a meeting of a committee 
of the Atlanta Traffic and Safety Coun- 
cil and approved by the group, the new 
policy calls for the locking up of persons 
accused of flagrant traffic violations. 

Only the most dangerous violations, 
such as drag racing, speeding more than 
60 miles per hour in the city limits, at- 
tempting to outrace an officer, etc., fall 
into the category. ~ 

In view of the fact that the general 
public sorely needs the protection of- 
fered by the new procedures, surely the 
point raised yesterday by the aldermanic 
police committee’s chairman, Ed Gilliam, 
should be resolved with dispatch.

Geneva does not mean very much. The Big Four ‘@ 
Foreign Ministers will soon come-to the busi- 
ness which brought them together—the fate of Berlin and the fu- 


ture of Germany. Obviously the conference is not getting off to a 
very good start but these procedural skirmishes were to be expected. 
They will not necessarily do any harm. 


The shape of the furniture 
(round table vs. square table), 
whether West Germany and East 
Germany shall be guests or full 
participants and whether other 
other European’ countries shall 
take part in the discussions now 
or when their national interests 
are directly affected — these 
are valid, even if minor, issues. 
The compromises seem sensible. 

The fact that the compromises 
have been reached promptly and 
without excessive acrimony is 
all to the good. It suggests that 
the foreign ministers may quick- 
ly begin serious, perhaps fruit- 
ful, negotiation. 

It is important, I think, to keep 
our expectations in hand, The di- 
visions of purpose and policy be- 
tween the Soviet Union and the 
West are so deep and pervasive 
and meaningful \that no single 
diplomatic meeting. is going to 
usher in an era of ll and 
peace. It can do no more than 
arrest an acutely bad trend by 
reaching one worthwhile agree- 
ment which might later lead to 
another. 

Here is how modest would be 
my estimate: 

If there is one good negative 
decision, that would be a boon; 
that is, if the Geneva conference 
averts a blow-up over West Ber- 
lin, it will have been worthwhile.

The 
jockey, of course, is Willie Shoemaker. It has been mentioned a 
few thousand times that turf authorities are convinced that Willie 
the Shoe would have won the Derby on either Tomy Lee or Sword 
Dancer. 


With Tomy Lee hundreds of miles away, First Landing is the 
horse expected to be closest to Sword Dancer at the wire late Sat- 
urday afternoon. Eddie Arcaro, winner of six Preakness purses, 
will again pilot First Landing. , 


Since 1945 Arcaro mounts have collected almost one of every 
three dollars in the Preakness jackpot.

water safety demonstrations and 
long distance swimming will be 
held at Ida Cason Callaway Gar- 
dens Sunday from noon to 4 p.m., 
according to W. T. Cooksey, fes- 
tival chairman.

It was the best leap ever in the 
Southeastern Conference meet, 
beating by % inch the effort of 
Florida freshman Henry Wads- 
worth in 1958. 


Like Cannon a graduate of 
Baton Rouge prep ranks, Harris 
just missed by a hairbreadth a 
try at 14’ 7%". His midsection 
felled the bar as he fell over. 


Excepting Harris, the Friday 
trials and prelims produced 
nothing of an exciting nature. 
Auburn giant Richard Crane 
and Georgia Tech footballer Ed 
Nutting approached the shot 
put record with pitches of 53-95% 
and 52-11%, respectively, and 
promised stronger efforts dur- 


ing Saturday’s finals. The pres- 
ent record is 54% set by Tech’s 
Fred Berman in 1957.

Teen-agers rightfully bask in 
the spotlight of recognition for 
their worthwhile accomplish- 
ments, maintain most students 
who expressed their opinions 
for: Campus Comments _ this 
week. 


Many hailed the Young Ideas 
section of the Constitution for 
calling attention to the good 
news teens make. Indeed, only 
a few declare today’s young 
people do not get the recogni- 
tion they deserve. However, 
many blasted the still-too-wide- 
spread faculty the general pub- 
lic has of emphasizing juvenile 
delinquency. 


In her winning letter, Mary 
Lena Duncan, 16, Calhoun, 
lashes out at juvenile  delin- 
quency which, she says, came 
into being with the era of mod- 
ern communication: 


The phrase, “Juvenile 
Delinquency” glared from 
every publication. Books were 
written on the subject, and 
drives started against it. Ap- 
parently everyone was doing 
everything in their power to 
strike against this youth 
parasite. They strived to kill 
it and yet they nurtured its 
very cause—lack of attention. 
The notorious publicity di- 
rected at juvenile delinquency 
was encouraging it, for, after 
all, that was one certain way 
to get the attention they were 
after. 


The situation has, in the 
past 12 years, improved some- 
what. Youth organizations, 
youth publications and youth 
programs are now doing an 
effective job of acquainting 
the public with the prettier 
part of the picture—that of 
the average teen-ager. 


There never will be a pure 
balanced report on the whole 
picture as long as the human 
element hungry for sensa- 
tionalism, controls communi- 
cations. As in the case of the 
teen-agers, there will always 
be one sensation-seeker for 
every 100 good reports. 


For teen-agers, there is 
only one solution: Work 
harder. The harder we work, 
the more progress we will 
make. Of course, some juve- 
nile delinquency will pre- 
vail, but there will always be 
more good teen-agers. 


The one solution is work, 
not only on the part of the 
teen-ager, but the adults as 
well, Stay as well-versed on 
the good accomplishments of 
teen-agers as on the “stray” 
element. Remain aware of 
both sides of the picture. 
Lead the way, don’t push. 
And Work. 
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Kenneth Johnson, Palmetto, 
asserts ‘“‘teens are not properly 
recognized in the fields they 
should be. In most cases, such 
as’ winning a track meet or 
football games, being good is 
over-emphasized. Such _ things 
as being a mathematical genius 
or a good writer or showing 
unusual ability in the science 
field, is seldom emphasized.” 


Berry Smith, Palmetto, 
agrees, and adds “...a thief 
can play good football.” 


Susan Battles, Bainbridge, 
points out that because of the 
blame, however wrongly, teens 
draw because of the actions of 


they go about praising teens, 
and praise them for a job well 
done, the youths would strive 
to do bigger and better things 

. Parents should be more 
careful of how they acknowledge 
young people ...parents could 
be more considerate of the ad- 
vancement of their youngsters, 
and at least give them a chance 
to prove themselves worthy of 
high regard.” 


Campbell High senior Joann 
Cantrell points out that “‘recogni- 
tion is not wanted by teens so 
much as satisfaction from a 
job well done:” 


Teens are not out to get 
their name and picture in the 
paper, but to secure joy from 
achievement. As a _ whole, 
they are properly recognized

You are expected to 
grow up right—your mother and 
father did. 

“That child who threw him- 
self on the floor and turned 
blue in the face for attention 
might now be the football hero 
who always plays to the grand- 
stand. Teens are praised quite 
enough for their achievements.”
